National Maritime Day 
t With the twelfth observance of 


atlonal Maritime Day on May 22, 
it once again becomes this coun- 
try's privilege to salute the men 
and women who build and sail our 
merchant ships. 
The wartime story of the United 
.States Merchant Marine is one of 
'•"magnificent contribution to vic- 
tory. It becomes perhaps even 
more inspiring in retrospect, as 
we look back upon the dangerous 
inadequacy of our merchant fleet at 
the time of Pearl Harbor, and re- 
member the submarine-and -plane- 
Rested waters which for so Jong 
complicated the tremendous task of 
supplying thc fronts beyond two 
oceans. 


Since December of 1941 our ship- 
yards have built more than 400 car- 
go ships and have increased the 
.American merchant fleet's dead- 
•tffeight tonnage more than five-fold. 
Today this fleet is carrying war 
materials at the rate of 8000 tons an 
hour, every hour of the day and 
every day of the year.

in Arkansas — one of the national 
hotbeds for such organizations. 


No definite charges have been 
made against the existence of "se- 
cret" fraternitis and sororities at 
Little Rock Senior High 
school. 
Principal T. Q. Srygley, however, 
recently asked these societies 
to 
turn in their pins and treasuries for 
a war memorial. Thc inter-frater- 
nity council answered that mem- 
bers were anxious to continue to 
cooperate in patriotic drives 
but 
that they were not willing to dis- 
band. ' 


Srygley has announced that, as 
a result of a student poll yester- 
day favoring discontinuance of fra- 
ternities and sororities, he . would 
carry out -the-'., "wishes" 
of

organizations. 


Non-academic 
fraternities ;and- 
sororities were banned in

Army yesterday fixed at 40 years 
(he age !il which enlisted men may 
apply for- discharge. 


The Army only last month had 


lowered the discharge age lo 42 
years. An estimated 30,000 enlisted 
men in Ihc Army iire in'the 40-and 
41-yCcir-agc groups. 


Tho new order provided that in 


the case of men 40 or 41 years of 
age, commanders will be permitted 
to retain for. nol more than 90 days 
any man for whom a replacement 
is not available at the time he 
requested discharge. 


The War Department said that 


"when the military siluation per- 
mits" a further reduction in the 
age limit will be made.
